Iowa City, March 23—(AP) —

force" applied to the neck. 


Dr. E. J. Boyd, 34, assistant 


professor of pathology at Iowa, 
reported this yesterday

murder trial of Robert E. Bedna- 
Mk, 24, Iowa psychology student. 


The soft spoken defendant is 


charged with strangling his beau- 
f tiful campus classmate, Margaret 


(G«e-Gee) Jackson, 20. The Bur- 
lington, la., dtudent had once worn 
B«dnasek'a fraternity pin In the 
campus tradition signifying "en- 
gagement." 


Th« pathologist, who performed 


an autopsy on Miss Jackson a few 
hour* after her body was found 
early Dec. 11, gave a detailed de- 
scription of exterior wounds on 
the girl'a neck and of internal In- 


4§juries to the larynx (voice box). 


In connection with his testi- 


mony, the state, over 
vigorous 


and lengthy objections by defense 
counsel, succeeded in getting ad- 
mitted— with some restrictions— 
five picture* of Miss Jackson's 
body.

Conciliators 
Get Chrysler, 
Union on Mat 


Detroit, March 31—(AP)—Con- 


ciliators made another try today 
at getting Chrysler Corp. and the 
CIO United Auto Workers on com- 
mon ground to end a 58-day-old 
strike over pensions. 


Chrysler and the union rejected 


one another's proposals yesterday 
for a settlement. 


The mediators said in a state- 


ment, however, the proposals still 
are under discussion. Another bar- 
gaining session was called for to- 
day. 


It was reported unofficially that 


Chrysler's latest offer would pro- 
vide for the earmarking of re- 
serves sufficient to guarantee S10U 
monthly pensions for life, includ- 
ing federal social security, for 
workers at retirement age. 
The 


company proposal was said to be 
linked to a demand that the new 
contract run for five years. 


The workers struck Jan. 25 for 


a 10-ccnt hourly package to in- 
clude seven cents for pensions and 
three cents for health insurance 
The company refused a union de- 
mand to set up a pension trust 
fund and give the union a voice 
in the administration of the plan.

Vatican Aide Says 
St. Peter's Burial 
Site Now Located 


New York, March 23.—(AP)—Ten years of digging in long-hidden 


grottoes below St. Peter's church has yielded archeological evidence 
supporting the Roman Catholic belief that St. Peter was buried on 
that site, Life magazine reports today. 


In connection with the publica- 


tion of first pictures on the exca- 
vations, the magazine prints an 
article by Msgr. Ludwig Kaas, 
administrator of St. Peter's, telling 
how Vatican workmen plumbed the 
unexplored lower passages beneath 
the nave of the world's largest 
church. 


They penetrated into a pagan 


cemetery buried for 16 centuries. 
Msgr. Kaas does not say the ex- 
plorations launched in 1939 re- 
sulted in finding relics of the chief 
apostle, but he asserts a scientific 
commission is analyzing discov- 
eries which 
give 
archeological 


support to Catholic tenets. 


Pope Pius XII said more than 


a year ago, without going into 
detail, 
that 
archeological 
dis- 


coveries demonstrated the apostle's 
burial place "is and was under 
the cupola of St. Peter's church." 
The Pope may announce details of 
the findings in the course of this 
Catholic Holy Year. 


The story of St. Peter's death 


was that he was executed in Nero's 
circus and buried in the nearby 
pagan burial ground on Vatican 
Hill, 
and 
that 
Constantlne's 


church, which etood lor 
I,200> 


years, was built over the tomb. 
After that the burial ground had 
been covered with a mass of earth 
so the edifice would not disturb 
the graves. 
When Constantine's 


church was razed, St. Peter'a was 
built over its foundations in the 
16th century. 


New York Gets Some

The natural rainfall ranged up- 


ward from one inch and did more 
for the city's depleted reservoirs 
than leaders of the city's $50,000 
cloud-seeking project ever hoped 
to do in a day. 


The Catskill 
mountain water- 


shed, which feeds the city's larg- 
est reservoirs, had 
heavy 
rains 


during the past 24. hours, and the 
forecast for the rest of the day 
was rain mixed with snow. 


New York City's 24-hour rain- 


fall totaled well over an inch.

from the barred and screened ward 
at receiving- hospital here. 


A few minutes later she was 


wheeled into an ambulance and 
started to St. Joseph's hospital at 
Flint, Mich., "So happy I can 
hardly believe it." 


Flint is the home town of her 


28-year-old son, Russell. 
Other 


sons and daughters range from 
35 to 24 years of age. 
Said Ray- 


mond, 29, another son: "Thank 
God that mother could wait this 
long." 


It was feared for a time her 


critical condition would not per- 
mit even her removal from the 
barred and screened ward, much 
less her transfer to the north 
country from which she came. 


Dr. Charles F. Ryan, house of 


corrections medical director, said: 
"There is little for her to enjoy. 
If that (release) could bring her 
a last bit of happiness, I approve 
of it 100 percent."

Proposal Aims 
At 'Giving Lie' 
To Red Stories

Washington, March 23—(AP) — 


The State Department looked with 
favor today on a proposal which 
would launch the United States on 
a gigantic war of ideas aimed 
against the propaganda of Com- 
munist Russia. 


The plan was put forward yes- 


terday by Senator Benton 
(D- 


Conn) and 12 other senators as a 
means to win the minds and loyal- 
ties of men to the cause of free- 
dom. 


The Benton plan would marshal 


every means of "information in a 
coordinated world-wide drive to 
give the lie to Russian attacks on 
the United States and other non- 
Communist countries. 


Ed Barrett, assistant secretary 


of state for public affairs, said: 
"This broad approach is in com- 
plete accord with my own feelings 
and the State Department's esti- 
mate of the importance of the 
work to be done in this field." 


Benton, who once served in the 


position now held by Barrett, said 
he felt the program would be part 
of the answer to Secretary of Stata 
Achcson's call for "total diplom- 
acy" In the cold war against Rus- 
sia. 


A one-time advertising execu- 


tive, Benton outlined a plan which 
would Include: 


(1) A conference of non-Com- 


munist nation* to devise a co- 
ordinated public opinion cam- 
paign. 


.(2) A vast radio broadcast- 


Ing network that would brant 
program* t« almott every radio

Gang Wars Bloody Milestones in Crime Bonanza 


By DOUGLAS LAUREN 
XKA Staff romwpnndent 


Washington—(NEA)—Wholesale murder 
and gang 


violence have been bloody milestones in the successful ef- 
forts of today's big crime syndicates to take over all organ- 
ized gambling in the U. S. 


The violence has erupted in all sections of the country 


in the past few years. It has been most prolonged and bloody 
in California. And, thanks to the courageous work of the 
California Crime Commission, it has also been best docu- 
mented there. The commission's third progress report sums 
it up this way: 


"Organized crime is not peculiar 


to any 
locality. 
The 
principal 


gangs in Southern California, for 
example, 
find their origins in 


Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, New 
York, and Miami, and are still as- 
sociated with, even in mome in- 
stance* controlled by the present- 
day successors to the 
Mayfield 


Road Gang, the Capone Syndicate, 
the Mafia, and Unione Sicialiano, 
of which the notorious 'Lucky' 
Luciano was a member, and that 
incredible group of professional 
assassins in New York sometimes 
referred to as 'Murder, Inc.' 


"The techniques and methods of 


organized crime in California are 
the same shocking resort to public 
killings, kidnapings, beatings, and 
use of torture and the corruption 
of public officers that are found 
everyhere in the wake of united 
criminal groups."

gang killing in California tin the 
syndicate wars) was the murder 
of Harry "Big Greenie" Green- 
berg, alias George Schachter, in 
Hollywood on Nov. 22,1939.

He was active in 
gang warfare in Chicago as well 
as in Xew York, but his experience 
and training wore not enough to 
save him from becoming the most 
recently known casualty of or- 
ganized crime's rivalries in Cali- 
fornia. 


This long series of murders did 


not end the losses suffered by the 
Cohen gang. Frank Niccoli, who 
took Herbert's place, and Dave 
Ogul, a lesser member of the or- 
ganization, successively dropped 
from sight within a short time 
thereafter in circumstances which 
indicate that they too, have lost 
their lives in the deadly war of the 
gangs. 


The frequency of the murders 


and the unhesitating use of homi- 
cide and terror by rival gangs are 
an obvious peril to public safety, 
the California Crime Commission 
points out. Of even graver signifi- 
cance, however, is the impunity 
with which the gangs' professional 
killers act. No one has ever been 
brought to trial for any of the 
murders related here.

That Smell in Chicago Is 
A Ten Million Pound Onion 
Shipment; Causes Headaches 


Chicago, March 23—(AP)—Chi- 


cago, which some historians say 
means "smell of wild onions" in 
Indian 
language, 
found 
itselt 


swamped with onions today. 


More than 
10,000,000 pounds 


stood in railroad cars on tracks 
at the produce yards, and the As- 
sociation of American Railroads 
announced it wouldn't let any more 
come in. 


The influx is the result of ac- 


tivity in onion futures on the Chi- 
cago Mercantile Exchange. 


Heavy trading has gone on this 


year in onion futures, particularly 
in those contracts calling for de- 
livery of cash onions by the end 
of this month. And cash dealers 
who have sold March contracts on 
the futures market have decided 
to deliver cash onions on those 
contracts. That's legal, and those 
who bought weeks or months ago 
must either take the onions or sell 
cut their March futures. 


1 Many holders on the contracts 
don't want onions. 
They've sold 


out. 
One result is that prices 


have tumbled to the lowest level 
since tiaclmg began In onions in 
1942. 
The price of the March con- 


tract touched 50 cents a sack yes- 
terday.

be kept in refrigerator cars and 
the roads needed those cars tor 
moving other perishable commodi- 
ties.

Robeson Blindetl by Retl Line 


Scheduling Paul Robeson, Negro singer and avowed 


Communist, on Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt's television pro- 
gram was a sad mistake. Cancelling his appearance doesn't 
offset the error. It enables him to pose as a martyr, a role 
any Communist loves. 


The story of this incident actually is a sequence of er- 


rors. It began when Mrs. Roosevelt's son, Elliott, who is co- 
producer of her television panel discussions, asked C. B. 
(Beanie) Baldwin to name one panel member to discuss "The 
American Negro's Position in Politics Today." 


Baldwin is national secretary of the Progressive party 


which Henry Wallace heads. No more woolly-minded group 
exists in America. This giddy gang makes a fine specialty of 
avoiding reality. Elliott was wrong to rely upon Baldwin's 
judgment. 


It should have been no surprise that Beanie's choice was 


Robeson. He probably delighted in naming so controversial 
a figure. Here wa» Elliott's second error; he should have 
vetoed the selection. 


No one questions Robeaon's right to talk as long and as 


often aa he cnooMC. But the singer has swallowed the Com- 
munist party line, with all that implies for the closing of 
his mind to demonstrable facts. There is real doubt, there- 
fore, whether he is capable of contributing to any honest 
difittMMon of the Negro'* problems. 


To Russia's Communist leaden, the American Negro has 


been a man whoce woe* could be exploited for propaganda 
advantage. His cause has not been espoused through any 
genuine concern for hi* welfare. 


That being *o, fair-minded discussion of the Negro's dif- 


ficulties could only be warped and distorted by the injection 
of Communist views. Robeaon, who openly declares his sat- 
isfaction with the Soviet approach, is consequently not quali- 
fied to sit in a forum of honest debaters on this subject. Espe- 
cially since the panel would enjoy the prestige lent by Mrs. 
Roosevelt's name. 


Mrs. Roosevelt herself should have stricken Robeson 


from the panel list once he got past the preliminary barriers. 
Her undoubted desire to show good will toward men of all 
opinions shouldn't lead her to promote, even indirectly, the 
fakery the Communists offer as legitimate argument. Fos- 
tering free speech is one thing; dignifying dishonest debate 
i* quite another. 


Everyone concerned in this case, except Beanie Baldwin, 


ought to have had more good sense.

Douglas Urges 
Controls Over 
Natural Gas 


Washington, March 23.—AP) — 


Senator Douglas (D-I11) said that 
removal of federal control over 
natural gas collection and distri- 
bution could result in increased 
rates amounting to millions of 
dollars. 


He took the senate floor to ar- 


gue against passage of a measure 
which would forbid the Federal 
Power Commission from regulat- 
ing production and gathering oper- 
atiora of independent operators in 
the fields. 


Congressional approval of 'the 


bill, Douglas said, could mean that 
natural gas prices, "over the next 
40 years" could be increased $16,- 
000,000,000. 


"We are not playing for small 


chips here," he added. "We are 
playing for hundreds of millions of 
dollars every year and billions of 
dollars over the years." 


The FPC has control over whole- 


sale distributors in interstate pipe- 
line operations under the 1938 nat- 
ural gas act but its authority over 
field operators had been in dis- 
pute." 


"The real Issue," Douglas con- 


tended_ "is whether we are going 
to turn over all the great advant- 
ages of natural gas to a small 
group of big operators, or whether 
we are going to try to regulate its 
price on interstate commerce in 
the interests both of the consum- 
ers and owners of the gas rights. 


The owners, he said, have a 


right to a "fair profit." but not to 
"excessive, unreasonable and un- 
conscionable profits." 


Senator Long (D-La) interrupt- 


ed to remark that while natural 
gas prices have declined since 
1938, the cost of coal and fuel oil 
had "just about gone up through 
the ceiling." 


Douglas said he agreed 
with 


Long but that gas companies 
"have been doing- all right" even 
with the lower prices. 


"I'm not against natural gas," 


he added, "it's one of God's bene- 
fits. 
But I believe it should go 


to the people and not to a few 
big companies." 


Consumers of coal and fuel oil 


can buy in an open market. Doug- 
las said, but a gas user can't'tear 
up his pipeline easily and connect 
it to another gas well if the pro- 
ducer raises his price.

op housing forthwith is a politica. 
issue for the November congres- 
sional elections. And it may get 
high billing in Truman's rear plat 
form speeches when he makes a 
awing to the west coast this spring 


Over jeers rising from the Re 


publican side of the house, Demo 
cratic Leader McCormack of Mass 
achusetta shouted: 


"You may fool the public to 


day, but not next November. This 
is going to be a live issue—an is- 
sue which I hope will be used ad- 
vantageously next fall." 


He accused Republicans of "vot- 


ing; one way and talking the 
other." 


In the house showdown 81 Dem- 


ocrats joined 137 Republicans to 
strike down the co-op proposal. 
Supporting the plan were 141 
Democrats, 13 Republicans and one 
American Labor party member. 


Th« defeated co-op section pro- 


posed th« creation of a $2,000,000,- 
000 government corporation. 
It 


would have borrowed its money 
from the public, except for $100,- 
000,000 contributed by the govern- 
ment.
